I. ResearcH Fetiowsuip, $2500 

1. Open to application from any man in 
the United States who is permanently 
devoted to education as a career and who 
will complete his course requirements for 
the doctorate in the academic year of 1930- 
31 in what is commonly regarded as profes- 
sional work in education with not less than 
half his time available for work on his dis- 
a 

The candidate must agree not to en- 
gage in any work not required by his courses 
and dissertation during this academic year, 
and not to accept any other fellowship or 
scholarship during that period. 

3. The candidate must fill out an applica- 
tion blank, send it to the Executive Secre- 
tary of Phi Delta Kappa, have his references 
write the latter direct, and submit all avail- 
able evidence on Section 4 following so that 
all materials are in the hands of the Execu- 
tive Secretary not later than May 1, 1930. 
The choice of evidence is purposely left 
largely with the candidate. 

4. The award will be made by the Execu- 
tive Committee of Phi Delta Kappa and 
announced early in June of this year. The 
award will take into account the following: 

(a) The value to public education of a 
research on which the candidate has already 
started. By “public education” is meant 
the public school system and workers in it, 
covering the span from kindergarten through 
the university, but the research may apply 
to only part of the system. The candidate’s 
references should cover this item as will also 
the application blank. 

b) The proved fitness of the candidate 
for research as shown by progress on his 
dissertation and previous researches, and 
the likelihood of his completing the disserta- 
tion and all his work for the doctorate by 
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the close of the academic year of 1930-31. 
The candidate’s references should cover 
this item. 

This is understood to apply only to a man 
completing the work at an institution where 
he has been registered, and not to a man 
contemplating going to a new institution. 
The latter is not eligible. 

(c) The standing in educational research, 
in the field of the student’s research, and in 
work for the doctorate of the particular 
institution in which the candidate proposes 
to do the research. The institution must 
be in the United States. 

(d) The standing in educational research 
and in the field of the student’s research of 
the professor under whom the candidate 
proposes to work. 

5. The stipend will be paid in two install- 
ments: 

(a) Twelve hundred and fifty dollars in 
the fall of 1930 upon proof by the candidate 
that he has registered in an institution 
according to the conditions specified by him 
in his application. 

(b) Twelve hundred and fifty dollars on 
February 1, 1931 if suitable evidence of 
satisfactory progress by the student on his 
research has been submitted and he obli- 
gates himself to deliver a first-copy typed 
copy of his completed research by June 1, 
1931. All publication rights will remain 
with him. 

6. An appointment and a first and second 
alternate will be made so that the award 
may surely be used. 

7. All correspondence regarding this 
fellowship should be conducted with the 
Executive Secretary of Phi Delta Kappa, 
who will send application blanks on request.

3. The award will be made by the Execu- 
tive Committee of Phi Delta Kappa and 
announced in early June of this year. The 
award will take into account the following: 

(a) The value to public education of a 
research on which the candidate has already 
started. By “‘public education” is meant 
the public school system and workers in it, 
covering the span from kindergarten through 
the university, but the research may apply 
to only part of the system. The candidate’s 
references should cover this item, as will 
also the application blank. 

(b) The proved fitness of the candidate 
for research and the likelihood of his com- 
pleting the particular research before the 
close of the academic year of 1930-31. The 
candidate’s references should cover this 
item.

OPENING SESSION 


Monpay, DecemBeER 30, 1929 
Ts opening session of the Thirteenth 

National Council of Phi Delta Kappa 

was called to order at 10:20 a.m. by 
Brother Shelton Phelps, National President 
and presiding officer of the Council. Each 
delegate responded to roll call by stating 
his name, chapter, university, fraternity 
office held, and his status in the Council. 
Delegates from the active chapters included 
twenty-four presidents, two vice presidents, 
two secretaries, one treasurer, one historian, 
one editor, and five members holding no 
chapter office. Two delegates, one a chapter 
secretary, failed to respond to the roll call. 
In addition to the above; there were six 
national officers present, four delegates 
representing four districts, two district 
deputies, four delegates from alumni chap- 
ters, and alternates to stand by the dele- 
gates from Beta, Zeta, Iota and Upsilon 
chapters.

Reports oF NATIONAL OFFICERS 
President Phelps then called for the 
reports of National Officers. Brother Wise 
was the first to respond. He gave the 


following informal report as National 
Secretary: 
BrorHer Wise: “Under our present 


organization, there is just one officer in the 
Executive Committee who is practically 
useless, and that officer is now the National 
Secretary. Even the National Vice-Presi- 
dent has some functions to perform when 
the President is absent, but the National 
Secretary is merely a member with a vote 
on the Executive Committee. 

“This was not true up to about fifteen 
months ago, when the National Secretary 
was also the Executive Secretary, and came 
before this Council with the type of report 
which Brother Cook will present to you a 
little bit later. For that reason I do not 
have anything in the nature of an official 
report to present as an officer. 

“T should like to take a few minutes to 
state one or two things, and I should like to 
make apparent at the beginning—I should 
like to make it more than apparent, I should 
like to make it fully understood—that in 
this Council I am singing my swan song as 
an officer of the fraternity. 

“For several years I have been in the 
Councils of this organization, and I have a 
feeling that I have completed my term of 
usefulness. I have come to that conclusion 
because I find myself inclined to be a 
reactionary and a stand-patter, and when a 
man gets to the point where he is not in 
sympathy with a good many progressive 
movements it is one of the best indications 
I know of that it is time for him to make 
way for someone who can be in sympathy 
with those things. The signs are beginning 
to show themselves and I believe very 
sincerely in certain kinds of signs. 

“T feel a bit free to say one or two things 
at this time, therefore, that I should per- 
haps hesitate to say if I expected to con- 
tinue for any length of time in an official 
position in the fraternity. 

“When I finish the next two or three 
minutes some of you will probably be ready 
to say, “The poor old man has actually 
reached his dotage, and it is quite proper 


that he should have announced his inten- 
tion of retiring before he said what he did.’ 

“If Phi Delta Kappa were a_ business 
corporation and I held fifty-one per cent of 
the stock, thereby controlling it, of the 
Board of Directors and of the stockholders, 
I think I know, after my experience of the 
past few years, exactly what I should do, 
and that is what I am going to tell you. 

“T have watched this fraternity develop 
from a very struggling organization, living 
from hand to mouth, not knowing where its 
next meal was coming from, existing on the 
charity of the National Secretary, largely, 
who had the office in his own home and who 
pushed part of his family out into the front 
yard in order to make room for it. I have 
seen it grow from that stage up to its present 
very firm position, when it is financially 
independent, when its work is being done by 
a man who is being paid for doing it, when 
it is paying its own way, and when its work 
is being done by a man who does not have to 
steal the time away from his rest and his 
recreation in order to do it, and it seems to 
me we have reached the point where a much 
broader program of usefulness ought to be 
undertaken. 

“The men in the field, the alumni mem- 
bers of this fraternity, outnumber about 
ten to one the men in the active chapters of 
the universities. Upon that great body of 
field members, as we have been accustomed 
to call them, depends, in my opinion, the 
destiny of Phi Delta Kappa, its future sup- 
port, its strength, and everything that will 
go to make it a significant national educa- 
tional influence. 

“Up to the present time we have been 
woefully negligent of the service which we 
ought and might render to the men in the 
field, and so, if I were the controlling stock- 
holder of this organization, I would say to 
this meeting, or the thing I would do, is 
this: I would spend almost no time tinkering 
with the constitution and with the business 
organization as it is now set up. We have 
had a number of years of that kind of tin- 
kering, and we have it pretty well set. 

“I should attempt to do two things at 
this meeting. I should endeavor to plan 
very seriously for a useful type of service 
which would be available to individual field 
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members of this fraternity, so that each one 
of them might feel he had something com- 
ing from the organization which he valued 
so highly that he would no more sever his 
connection, even by indifference, than he 
would consider dropping the payment of 
the premium of his life insurance. 

“Then I would provide for a permanent 
headquarters where that work could be 
done. I would take the surplus accumula- 
tion in the treasury and make the down 
payment on a permanent headquarters 
home which would be not only a home for 
Phi Delta Kappa, but an income producing 
property also, which would carry all or 
nearly all of the carrying charges on the 
deferred payments. 

“I would endeavor to pick a property 
in a city, not necessarily Chicago, but some 
city which gave promise of appreciating in 
value, and I look forward to the time a few 
years hence when the fraternity will be in a 
position, through endowments, to build a 
permanent home, planned for itself. 

“That scheme is not detailed as I give it 
to you, and I suspect it sounds almost 
insane to some of you, and I am prepared to 
have you feel that way, but I should like to 
leave that recommendation with the fra- 
ternity. Actions looking toward that result 
can not be had at the present time, but it is 
quite possible that this body can lay the 
foundation for future action of the sort. 
I prophesy in my mind that we shall never 
occupy the significant place that we should 
occupy until we have done those two things. 
I thank you.” (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT PuHeEtps: “I think you will 
agree with me that it is quite a profitable 
thing to retire some of your National officers 
into places of uselessness. It seems to give 
them an opportunity to think ahead with 
regard to the future of the fraternity.” 

BrorHER Concpon: “As National Treas- 
urer I have no formal report to make. The 
formal report will come later in the Execu- 
tive Secretary’s formal report. Next to 
the useless office of National Secretary the 
National Treasurer comes. I simply wield 
a rubber stamp. Some of you may think I 
have the funds. I do not. The Executive 
Secretary has them, but I sign the vouchers.”

PreEsIDENT PuHeE tps: “‘Mr. Williams, His- 
torian of this fraternity, who probably 
knows first-hand as much about its actions 
as anyone of this group, will report next.” 

BrotHer Wiviiams: “Mr. President, 
Fellow Members of Phi Delta Kappa: If 
there is one position on the Executive Com- 
mittee that seems unnecessary, I presume 
it is that of Historian. There is more truth 
in that than some of you people realize. 
Consequently, I am going to do differently 
from the brothers who preceded me—I am 
going to try to present something in the way 
of a formal report and justify this job, if I 
can. (Laughter and applause.) 

“Tt is not the purpose of the Historian at 
this time to present a history of the fra- 
ternity. It is his hope to do that after his 
official term ends on June 1, 1930. It will 
be befitting at that time to bring the record 
down to date from the period in 1924 which 
marked the close of the excellent history 
written by Brother David Houser. 

“T wish now to remind you of the remark- 
able growth of the fraternity in numbers 
and financial condition since 1924. I plan 
to report some of the things which the 
fraternity has accomplished in this interim, 
and lastly to outline plans by which the 
various chapters, possibly some of you who 
sit in this Council, will furnish the material 
needed for writing the record of that period. 

“In 1924 Phi Delta Kappa had thirty- 
three chapters, eight Alumnus chapters, and 
an approximate membership of five thou- 
sand. Today there are thirty-seven chapters, 
sixteen Alumnus chapters, and a member- 
ship of ten thousand, something over seven 
thousand of whom are in good standing. 

“In 1924 our receipts gave a small excess 
over expenditures, but this balance was 
such that a poor year would wipe it all out. 
We now have an approximate balance of 
$15,000 which has been accumulated mainly 
through increased activity of chapters in 
initiating candidates, rather than through 
increased dues, although the Council of two 
years ago increased the dues, and for one 
year we have been receiving dues larger 
than formerly. 

“When we realize our expenses today are 
much larger, due to the size of the fraternity 
and the employment of a full-time Execu- 
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tive Secretary, we have reason to be much 


gratified. No longer is it necessary to 


impose upon the time and energy of officers 
We are in a position to pay 


and members. 
our way. 

‘Reference has been made to the employ- 
ment of a full-time Executive Secretary. 
This step doubtless marks the transition 
from a more or less teen age to that of 
maturity. The future holds wonderful 
possibilities, not only for the fraternity 
itself, but also in what it can do for educa- 
tion in general. 

“Another thing worthy of mention is the 
improvement in the Phi Delta Kappan. 
This is said with no hint of criticism of the 
efforts of those formerly responsible for the 
magazine. 

“Among other things worthy of mention, 
may I refer to our system of records in use 
in the National office. Although some 
criticism has arisen with reference to the 
introduction and use of this system, anyone 
familiar with it will realize that therein rests 
the possibility for an analysis and interpre- 
tation of some future Historian of the 
fraternity. 

“This leads to my last point—plans for a 
brief history covering the period from 1924- 
1930. Information concerning the National 
Organization as well as that concerning the 
various chapters, is absolutely necessary. 
Your historian has had the rare privilege of 
being a member of the last five Councils. 
Furthermore, the magazine contains full 
reports of these meetings. These circum- 
stances ought to make it possible for him to 
get the proper interpretation from a national 
standpoint. However, only through the 
various chapters is it possible for him to get 
data which will make possible an accurate 
knowledge and analysis of the local situa- 
tion. Consequently, I am asking that you 
who represent the local chapters assume the 
responsibility of furnishing to me not later 
than June 1, 1930, the following information: 

(1) An ev valuation of the condition of the 
chapter, its successes and weaknesses, 
changes in ideals and practices, and growth 
in numbers and financial condition. 

(2) Activities of the chapter. This should 
include a statement relative to the number 
of regular meetings held, the general nature 
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of programs, special feature meetings, plans 
to keep in touch with and serve field mem- 
bers, etc. 

(3) Professional contributions. This 
should be by the chapter rather than by 
individuals, though quite unusual contribu- 
tions by individuals might be included. 

(4) Policy of the chapter relative to pub- 
licity on its own campus. 

(5) Any special feature or other item which 
would be of value for the purpose. 

“Experience has shown that a number of 
chapters are careless in furnishing necessary 
information. The success of this undertak- 
ing will therefore depend more upon you 
than upon me. May I, therefore, ask each 
of you to give me your solemn promise to 
furnish the data desired? In return, | 
pledge my faithful and sincere efforts to 
produce a history worthy of our great 
fraternity.” 

PresIDENT PHE ps: “‘National Vice-Presi- 
dent, Dr. Carter Alexander.” 

BrorHER ALEXANDER: “I had about 
three months of something to do when 
Brother Phelps went to Europe. The other 
part of my period of office was devoted to 
being as good a Vice-President in the 
accepted sense as I knew how to be. 

“The thought I should like to leave with 
you in my little time this morning is a 
determination of just what this fraternity 
ought to do in the way of policy. I have 
been more concerned about that than | 
have about anything else. I have seen the 
thing grow from a very small, weak organ- 
ization. In our own institution the Chapter 
we had there, the original organization, 
started at a time when the Phi Delta Kappa 
name, that they had, had been derived 
from Greek letters and they did not even 
know what the letters meant. From as 
crude a beginning as that they amalga- 
mated with the other chapters to form a 
National organization. 

“Brother Wise has detailed a situation 
where he wants to let loose of the financial 
end of it. He, I think, put the fraternity 
on its feet more than anybody else I know 
of. I should regard it as a calamity for his 
guidance to be lost from the organization. 

“T am not so sure that it is going to cone 
tinue unless there is a change of policy and 
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a reaching out into new fields on the part of 
this organization. When we started we had 
ideals of fellowship, leadership, service and 
research. There was need at that time for 
an organization which would make profes- 
sional training and education respectable. 
That was a long time ago. We have an 
Educational Research Association at the 
present time that I think without any 
question exerts as much influence as we do 
on research, and certainly the Research 
Division of the National Educational So- 
ciety and the National Society for the Study 
of Education exert more leadership in re- 
search than we are likely to do, so we have 
a situation where the priority that we might 
have had does not seem to be needed so 
much any more. We have these other 
agencies working now in research. When 
we started, it was before the time when the 
Department of Superintendence had _be- 
come strong enough to employ a full-time 
secretary, and the Department of Superin- 
tendence at the present time exerts leader- 
ship. 

“That same thing has gone on until the 
Department of Elementary School Princi- 
pals has a membership of a thousand, the 
High School Principals are organized, and 
the College Teachers have a large group. 
We have a situation now where leadership 
is exerted by other organizations, and I am 
not so sure but that leadership, exerted by 
people in the same line of work, may do 
things that a general organization of us, 
coming from different fields, may not 
accomplish. 

“That thing has changed until at our own 
institution they are even proposing, some of 
the best research people we have, that our 
function at the institution is largely social 
and fraternal. The thing has changed since 
1909 to where they say the research leader- 
ship is cared for in other departments, and 
possibly we can do our best work by having 
a social or fraternal group which would 
bring people together from different depart- 
ments. 

“For that reason I think Brother Wise 
has hit upon a pretty sound suggestion, and 
that is, if we can do something to serve the 
alumni, to keep men in the field in touch 
with profitable educational research and 
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thus to serve them, we will get into a field 
where we will not have our work duplicated. 
There is a possibility of development in 
that direction. Unless we do go ahead, I 
am satisfied we are going to be duplicating 
a number of other agencies. We will not be 
recognizing the changes that have come 
about since the organization started, and 
that is the reason I am particularly anxious 
for a pretty serious consideration of the 
possibility of enabling this organization to 
exert some influence in directing educational 
policies, not only throughout the United 
States, but throughout the world! because 
the increase in communication since the 
time we started has been tremendous. We 
teach in our schools how the ease of com- 
munication has increased, and how the 
person at the present time can not live in 
ignorance of what is going on in other lands. 
That is just as true in education as in any- 
thing else, and if Phi Delta Kappa does not 
fit in with the times and in some way get in 
touch with education as it is developing in 
these other countries, it will lose a great 
opportunity of leadership, and if it passes 
that up, some other organization will take 
up that purpose, get in touch with educa- 
tion in other lands, and take away a leader- 
ship that might have been ours.” (Applause.) 

PresiDENT Pue ps: “Let us hear from 
our District Deputies, those of whom are 
here, as to what they have been doing in 
the last two years.” 

BrotHer Linpquist (Western District): 
“Brother Phelps, and Brothers of Phi Delta 
Kappa: I have been thinking during the 
past few days, while I have been on my way 
from home and since I arrived, a little about 
what Phi Delta Kappa has meant to me, 
for it is important, as Brother Alexander 
said, I think, that we concern ourselves 
with the objects and the purposes of this 
organization in so far as possible, and not 
continue indefinitely to be concerned with 
matters of detail and organization. 

“When I was a member of the local 
Chapter I had a very definite feeling toward 
the organization, which differs somewhat 
from the feeling I now have. There was a 
feeling then of fellowship with other men 
who were students in the University. I 
remember with a great deal of pleasure how 
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I participated in the initiatory ceremonies 
we had. I participated in the local Chapter 
meetings with a great deal of interest and 
heard other students report. The fellowship 
I had there as a local member meant a great 
deal to me at the time, and I think it was 
probably the finest influence that came into 
my life as a student of education, but as I 
have been out in the field working in school 
administration for a number of years since, 
I have run up against an attitude on the 
part of other Phi Delta Kappa men who are 
leaders in education that troubles me just a 
little bit. 

“They do not seem to have the same 
respect for the pin and the initiatory cere- 
mony and the local Chapter meetings, ail 
of those things, and for our Council meet- 
ings, that I had as a member of the local 
Chapter. 

“When I came back from a Council meet- 
ing and talked to a man whom I respect 
very much, and you would recognize him 
as a leader in education, he said, ‘What do 
you fellows do in your Council meetings, 
anyway? Why do you constantly continue 
to be concerned whether you shall use this 
ritual or that, whether you shall wear robes 
or not wear robes? Why do you constantly 
continue to be concerned in matters of 
detail and organization, why do you not get 
to work and do something,’ that was rather 
a shock to me. I came with the same atti- 
tude you have, and could not sympathize 
with him at all, and still I could not con- 
vince him. 

“Gradually I have come to feel that may- 
be there is something to what he said, that 
while it is absolutely essential that we con- 
cern ourselves with organization up to a 
certain point, there comes a point where we 
ought to be organized and where we should 
be ready to get down to business. 


“Another thing that struck me is that any 
visitor coming in here could not tell whether 
we were at a meeting of the Bar Association 
or the Medical Association or an Educa- 
tional Association, because we do not talk 

about Education. That is possibly a little 
exaggerated, but look back through the 
minutes, and see what we have concerned 
ourselves with, and you will discover we 


have not talked about educational policy, 
we have talked about fraternal policy. 

“Why can not we as a group this time 
begin to concern ourselves with these things 
which Brother Alexander and Brother Wise 
have mentioned as being of extreme im- 
portance? 

“T know that the white clause is going to 
be discussed at this meeting. It has been 
discussed a good deal in my presence. Some 
of the discussion originates in my neighbor- 
hood. I have a great deal of respect for the 
people voting for it and against it, but it is a 
trivial question when compared with other 
questions. Let us get that question, along 
with those questions, out of the way so that 
as an organization we can begin to talk on 
educational policy, and so that a fellow 
working in the field can go out and puff out 
his chest and say, ‘I belong to Phi Delta 
Kappa.’ I thank you.” (Applause.) 

PresipENT Puevps: “Is there another 
District Deputy present?” 

BrotrHer ANpDeERSON (North Central 
District): ‘I do not know what sort of a 
report I could make. I think, perhaps, | 
do have the privilege, the duty, of wel- 
coming you to the North Central District. 
I assure you of that welcome, and if you 
will conduct yourself properly in this city 
you will be safe while you are here. 

“There is just one thought, perhaps, that 
I should leave with you, and that is, I think 
the time is coming when not the power of 
the District Deputies, but the duties should 
be increased, and I am looking forward to 
the time when we can have in each District 
in the United States a convention the year 
in which this Council does not meet, the odd 
year of the Council meeting, at which time 
fraternity problems might come before the 
members of that particular District. 

“We have in this District made some 
progress in that direction. I think you are 
aware that the Chicago Chapter and the 
Alumnus Chapter have an annual educa- 
tional meeting. I think that is the beginning 
of the District Conference to which we 
might invite all the chapters in the North 
Central District. I think that is, perhaps, a 
question which will come before the Council 
later. 
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“Again I am glad, in an unofficial way, to 
welcome you to the North Central District, 
the District in which this meeting is held.” 


SECOND SESSION 
Monpay, DEcEMBER 30, 1929 


The Council was called to order by Presi- 
dent Phelps at 2:00 p.m. Roll call found all 
members of the Council present, including 
Brother J. G. Downum, of Kappa Chapter, 
and Brother B. H. Fleenor, of Alpha Delta 
Chapter. Brother Fleenor was delayed by 
a wreck and Brother Downum through 
failure to awaken in time to get to the 
morning session. 

The report of the credentials committee 
was then read by Brother Wise. On recom- 
mendation of the committee all delegates 
were seated with the exception of Brothers 
Downum and Fleenor, whose credentials 
the committee had not been able to examine. 
These delegates were seated on the recom- 
mendation of the committee in a later report. 


Report OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 

“T am sure that you do not wish to hear 
me read this report in detail from start to 
finish, so I am going to depend upon you to 
read it with particular reference to your 
duties as Committeemen and for your 
information as delegates and to guide you 
in whatever action may be taken, and, fur- 
thermore, that you will inform yourselves 
not only of the recommendations per se, but 
also of the statements which are given to 
support the recommendations. 

“I think it would be entirely beside the 
point for the Council to spend any extended 
time on many of the items covered by this 
report. I am heartily in sympathy with 
what Brother Lindquist stated this morning 
as to the need of getting down to considera- 
tion of the policies and the larger problems 
of the Fraternity. In view of the fact that 
my report deals largely with matters of 
equipment and organization, I feel justified 
in making this comment at this time. I 
trust that you will treat the recommenda- 
tions with such consideration as may be 
necessary, but that such business may be 
taken care of expediently in order that 
ample time may remain for consideration 
of problems of more far-reaching signifi- 
cance, 


“T am submitting to you herewith such a 
report relative to the affairs of the Frater- 
nity as my comparatively short experience 
as Executive Secretary seems to warrant. 
I took up the work a little less than fifteen 
months ago—October 1, 1928. Eight months 
of the twentieth fiscal year remained and 
we have since covered a little more than 
six months of the twenty-first fiscal year. 
For this reason it is rather difficult for me 
to formulate my report in terms of fiscal 
years. I shall not attempt it. 

“My first task was to become acquainted 
with the office routine and the record sys- 
tem which is in use. Two weeks were spent 
in the office at Cleveland where I had the 
benefit of the counsel and advice of my 
estimable predecessor, Brother Clayton R. 
Wise. My secretary had spent the month 
of September in the Cleveland office, work- 
ing under the direction of Brother Wise. 
By this procedure we were able to take over 
the work of the office with a minimum of 
confusion and consequent annoyance to the 
chapter officers and members of the Fra- 
ternity. We have made a genuinely serious 
effort to render such service to our members 
and chapter officers as is consistent with our 
ideals and our National Constitution. Where 
doubt or dissatisfaction has prevailed .we 
have attempted to clear up whatever mis- 
understandings may have been the cause by 
careful analysis of the facts or by reference 
to the Constitution under which we operate. 
We believe that our efforts along this line 
have been well repaid. 

“It is my purpose to set forth in the fol- 
lowing pages under classified headings the 
information and recommendations which 
seem to me to be worthy of presentation to 
the National Council at this time. If the 
presentation seems to be unduly long, it is 
because of my desire to present sufficient 
detail to provide an adequate background 
for your consideration of the problems 
involved. If the presentation seems to be 
inadequate, I will be pleased to supplement 
it, on your request, by such data as may be 
available. 

THe NATIONAL OFFICE 

“On Saturday, October 13th, 1928, the 
office records and equipment, which had 
been located at 10403 St. Clair Avenue, 
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Cleveland, were loaded into a large van 
operated by a reliable Cleveland concern. 
In less than a week they were hauled to our 
present Chicago address and placed in our 
office in perfect condition. Soon after the 
arrival of the van we were set up and ready 
for business. 

“The national office was located at the 
present address by the Executive Secretary 
after a very careful survey of available 
space for rental and after a very careful 
study of costs in the various locations. It 
was thought at that time that the amount 
of space secured (400 square feet) would be 
adequate for our needs. The location, the 
rates of rental, and the accommodations 
offered were discussed at length with repre- 
sentative Phi Delta Kappans in Chicago 
and we were satisfied at that time that our 
selection was the best that we could make. 
In this location we have been favored by 
convenient banking, postal, railway, and 
telegraph facilities. We have been readily 
accessible to visiting members of the Fra- 
ternity and we have had well-lighted, well- 
ventilated, well-cleaned, and otherwise com- 
fortable quarters in which to begin our task 
of handling the national-office affairs of 
the Fraternity. 

‘“‘We have been somewhat hampered by 
reason of the limited space provided, espe- 
cially when it has been necessary to have 
extra clerical help to handle the work. It 
was necessary to secure a room in the build- 
ing especially for the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee last August inasmuch as 
there is not sufficient space in the office for 
a committee of six to be seated comfortably. 

“The use of the personal history folder 
as a pocket for the correspondence file is 
entirely adequate as long as the file is small 
and the correspondence limited. It is my 
belief that the time has come, however, 
when we should give thought to the need 
for a more substantial personal file for our 
members. The addition of 10,000 folders 
to the file will greatly increase the drawer 
space needed and any plan for this improve- 
ment must also include the purchase of one, 
perhaps two, additional 4-drawer filing 
cabinets. 

“The personnel of the national office con- 
sists of the Executive Secretary, who gives 
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full time to the work of the office, includ ng 
the editing of the national magazine; one 
full-time assistant, who serves as my 
secretary, keeps our national office books, 
and who has general charge of the office in 
my absence; one full-time clerk who is 
responsible for the mailing list, address 
changes and such other duties as may be 
assigned to her. In addition, the office 
employs extra help during the rush seasons. 

“The growth and expansion of the na- 
tional office is far more rapid than most of 
us realize. This Council will doubtless lay 
plans for further extending the activities of 
the office in keeping with the need for ren- 
dering larger service to our membership. A 
glance at the chart showing the growth of 
our Fraternity is convincing evidence to 
prove our very rapid growth. These condi- 
tions point emphatically to the need for 
providing not only more adequate space 
and labor-saving equipment for present 
needs, but for our future needs which are 
well-nigh upon us now. Eventually, perma- 
nent National Headquarters in our own 
building will be necessary. In this connec- 
tion, I refer to the statement and recom- 
mendations of Brother Wise in his report 
to the Twelfth Council, page 2. In my 
judgment, the Thirteenth National Council 
should take definite steps toward providing 
a permanent home. for National Head- 
quarters. 

“Recommendation No. z. 1 recommend 
the rental of additional space for the na- 
tional office, the total amount to be not less 
than 800 square feet and the lease to run 
not longer than five years. 

“Recommendation No. 2. I recommend 
that the Council grant the Executive Com- 
mittee power to lease for a period not to 
exceed five years. (Rental figures and pos- 
sible locations are being presented in a 
separate report.) 

‘Recommendation No. 3. | recommend the 
continuance of the present Permanent Home 
Committee or, if so desired, the selection of 
a new committee, the duties and powers of 
the committee to be specifically defined by 
this Council. 

““Recommendation No. 4. I recommend 
the improvement of the personal history 
and correspondence file by installing manila 
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correspondence folders for each member 
and by expanding to two additional cabi- 
nets, this to be in addition to the normal 
expansion of the file and to be budgeted for 
the 23rd fiscal year. 


GROWTH OF THE FRATERNITY 

“The tables and charts which appear on 
the following pages tell the story of the 
growth of the Fraternity far better than I 
can. Since the report to the Twelfth 
Council, only one active chapter has been 
installed, that one being at the University 
of Kentucky in 1928. The petition for a 
chapter at the University of Alabama is 
now in the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee. A petition is being prepared and I 
am informed that it will be forwarded to 
the national office soon after the first of 
January from the Southern Methodist 
University, Dallas, Texas. 

“Interest in the organization of Alumni 


Chapters has been greatly on the increase. 
Two new chapters were installed last year. 
Another is ready to be installed soon after 
the first of the new year. A number of 
other groups are working on the problem 
and give promise of petitions in the near 
future. It has been our practice to en- 
courage groups which are centrally located 
and which have shown any interest in an 
Alumnus Chapter. 


“While we do not approve of expansion 
at the expense of excellence, I believe that 
a careful study should be made of all insti- 
tutions which offer promise of meeting our 
standards now or in the near future. While 
Phi Delta Kappa is not competing in any 
way with other fraternities in the field of 
education, the fact remains that we should 
encourage the establishment of chapters of 
Phi Delta Kappa in institutions which meet 
our present standards.

“The present rate of initiation of new 
members is approximately 1,200 per year. 
Table I, which follows, gives the rate of 
initiation during the past year. Members 
of the Council will do well to study the 
table and to note, particularly, the rate of 
increase in the various chapters of the 
Fraternity. 

“I also wish to call your attention, at 
this time, to the membership conservation 
revealed by the statistics in tables II and 
III. It should be noted that on December 
20th, 62.8% of the entire enrollment of the 
Fraternity was in good standing; the per- 
centage of good standing in the various 
chapters ranging from 20.9% to 98.9%. 
Some of the chapters have much to explain. 
Others are to be very highly complimented 
for the splendid record which they have 
made. 


“Reference to table TV will reveal the 


I call your attention to the doubling in five- 
year periods. The remarkable fact of a 
good standing of 62.8% in an organization 
twenty-one years of age is worthy of your 
attention. True, the deceased and with- 
drawn have been eliminated from the base 
used in calculating our percentage. Even so, 
the number of members initiated into the 
Fraternity in the early years of its existence 
who still maintain good standing in the 
Fraternity is significantly large. I shall not 
attempt a further analysis of the member- 
ship statistics at this time, but I commend 
them to you for careful study.

FINANCES 

“It is indeed a satisfaction to be able to 

report to the Council that the Fraternity 
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has maintained the splendid financial record 
which was reported to you two years ago. 
4 detailed financial statement is presented 
to you on the following pages. You will 
note that the report for the 19th fiscal year 
was prepared by Brother Wise. It is included 
with this report in order that you may have 
before you, in convenient form for ready 
reference, the financial record for the past 
two years. In this connection it may also 
be well to call your attention to the fact 
that the splendid showing made in the 20th 
fiscal year is largely to be credited to the 
excellent work of my predecessor in office. 

(The financial statement for the nine- 
teenth fiscal year may be found in the Phi 
Delta Kappan, August, 1928, p. 148. A 
similar statement for the twentieth fiscal 
year appears in the Phi Delta Kappan, 
October, 1929, pp. 92-93.) 

“Brother Wise reported a surplus in the

Fraternity treasury of $9,600.00 two years 
ago. To that surplus was added $2,679.00 
at the end of the 19th fiscal year and 
$2,248.00 at the end of the 20th fiscal year. 
In my judgment, there will be a small sur- 
plus at the end of the 21st fiscal year. 

“The surplus has been invested in high- 
grade bonds which bear interest at 5% per 
year. We now have $15,000.00 in bonds of 
this type. This amount of money is un- 
appropriated for any purpose and is usuable 
only for such needs as the National Council 
may prescribe. 

“Eight members have taken out life 
memberships at $50.00 each. This entire 
sum is invested in a bond bearing 5% 
interest. A $500.00 bond was purchased in 
anticipation of applications for the addi- 
tional life memberships. 

“The disbursements budget for the 21st 
fiscal year will meet a severe test due to the

fact that the need for increased clerical help 
in the office has exceeded the anticipations 
of the budget committee and due to the fact 
that the office rental in the Chicago office 
is much in excess of the amount budgeted. 
Unless some provision is made for i increasing 
the budget allowance on these two items, the 
burden of taking up the excess will fall on 
other items in the budget. It should also 


be noted that there is no provision for cov- 
ering the expenses of the Executive Secre- 
tary incurred by attendance at national 
meetings such as The Department of Super- 


intendence and the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

“Members of the Council are urged to 
spend some time in the study of these bud- 
get statements for the 19th and 20th fiscal 
year. It would also be well to refer to The 
Phi Delta Kappan, October, 1929, pp. 92-93 
where you will find a statement on our 
finances which I prepared for our member- 
ship at large. 

“Recommendation No. 5. 1 hereby recom- 
mend that this Council give consideration 
to the uses to which the above surplus may 
be placed and that a committee be ap- 
pointed to work out a recommendation to 
this end, provided, however, that this com- 
mittee be instructed to keep in close touch 
with the Permanent Home Committee in 
order that the committees may not work at 
cross purposes. 

“Recommendation No. 6. 1 hereby recom- 
mend that the budget committee give con- 
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sideration to the needs for amplification of 
the 21st year budget. 


ADDRESSOGRAPH EQUIPMENT FOR 
NATIONAL OFFICE 

“The mailing list for The Phi Delta Kap- 
pan consists of all names on the ledger cards 
which appear in the Good Standing file of 
the national office. This is a list which is 
constantly growing throughout the school 
year, the list for the June magazine being 
the largest of the year. This list for June, 
1929 (all members in good standing for the 
20th fiscal year) including exchanges and 
library copies, contained 7202 addresses. 
The list for the December, 1929, issue of the 
magazine contained 6371 addresses. 

“Tt is necessary for the national office 
clerks to type up the complete list of 
addresses for each issue of the magazine. 
It has also been the -practice to make a 
carbon copy of each list for reference when 
it becomes necessary to check the magazine 
mailings for a member who failed to receive 
his copy. This typed list of addresses is 
forwarded to the printer who cuts and 
pastes the addresses on the magazine 
wrappers. Occasionally an address is cut 
in two and in other cases the labels become 
separated from the wrapper. In either case, 
the member fails to receive his copy of the 
magazine. In justice to the practice, it 
should be said that these instances are 
infrequent. 

“The expense of preparation of each of 
these lists is approximately $50.00 or 
$300.00 per year. It is a nerve-racking sort 
of work for a stenographer who has the 
ability to do the job well. It involves ten 
days of steady typing during which time 
the typist is not available for any of the 
routine work of the office. It is, in short, a 
period of high tension in the national office. 

“There are rather frequent calls for lists 
of names by cities, areas, and by states. 
The typing of envelopes for mailing the 
notice of our National Council Banquet to 
members in the Chicago area required more 
than five hours, including the selecting of 
the names from the Illinois list. Not long 
ago, a list of members in New York State, 
exclusive of New York City, was called for 
and that required six hours for completion. 
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Lists for Kentucky, and for Louisiana in 
iddition to local area lists have also been 
prepared recently. It was necessary to 


nform Brother Paul V. West, Deputy of 
Northeast District, that we could not 
undertake the preparation of geographic 
lists for the states in his District at this time 
due to the pressure of other work. 


“These conditions have led us to investi- 
gate the various types of addressing equip- 
ment on the market. We were also led to 
investigate the frequency of address changes 
by our members. It has been our belief 
that our addresses change so frequently 
that they make the installation of any 
addressing equipment of doubtful value. 
The figures which follow and which are 
based upon a fair sample of our membership 
seem to be conclusive evidence in favor of 
such an installation. 

“The procedure, or formula, which we 
used and the data secured are as follows: 

“Column a: Number of cards in good 
standing file. 

“Column b: Total number of years of 
good standing on the cards. 

“Column c: Total number of addresses 
on the cards. 

“Column d (c-a): Number of address 
changes. 

“Column e (d+b): Average number of 
address changes per year.

“The following rough estimate of the 
annual saving to Phi Delta Kappa by the 
use of addressograph equipment is given 
for your guidance. We believe that the 
estimate is a very conservative one.

(8 hours) per six issues of the magazine __- 
Saving per year 
Plates for address changes, estimate 2000

“Recommendation No. 7. In the light of 
the above facts, I recommend to the Council 
that they set aside a sufficient sum from the 
surplus funds of the Fraternity to purchase 
rebuil: addressograph equipment of type 
H 3 E described above. I further recom- 
mend that an additional sum from the same 
source be set aside for the purpose of install- 
ing a complete set of plates for all members 
in good standing. 


ALPHABETICAL FILE FOR NATIONAL 
OFrFICE 

“The national office maintains one alpha- 
betical file of the names of all members of 
the Fraternity. This file is made up on 3 x 5 
cards which contain the following informa- 
tion at the top of the card: 

Name Chapter Number 

“Reference to a member’s record for any 
reason is always preceded by reference to 
the alphabetical file except in instances 
where the chapter and number are reported 
with the name. The ledger or account 
cards are arranged in numerical order by 
chapters; hence the need for referring to 
the alphabetical file to secure the chapter 
and the number.

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The Nature of Phi Delta Kappa 
HETHER Phi Delta Kappa should 


take character chiefly as an honor- 

ary, a professional or a fraternal 
organization has long been a mooted ques- 
tion among our membership. It is natural 
that each individual member should place 
the accent on one phase or the other as best 
suits his own temperament. It is, however, 
more fashionable to talk about the two 
more serious aims and to deprecate in a 
measure the fraternal aspect as being merely 
a social matter and not deserving of a place 
in such an organization as ours. 


Former President Lewis W. Williams 
recently expressed himself emphatically on 
this subject. He said in effect that the 
service rendered to the profession through 
the inspiration of its members and the en- 
couragement offered to young men prepar- 
ing for their career, is probably the most 
valuable service that the fraternity could 
possibly perform. Let us add to this the 
fact that there is a fellow-feeling engendered

by chapter associations which persists 
indefinitely and which results in fostering a 
pride in the profession, a squaring of shoul- 
ders, and an increased courage in the confi- 
dence that a great body of sympathetic 
comrades in arms is standing by. 


Such a meeting as that of the National 
Council and to some extent the meetings of 
local chapters cannot but impress one with 
the fact that there is far more fraternity 
among Phi Delta Kappans than we are 
generally conscious of. There is a tie stronger 
than the professional or honorary running 
through a gathering of Phi Delta Kappans 
that never fails to make itself felt somehow 
before the meeting has gone very far. In 
some insidious manner the spirit of fraternal- 
ism permeates the gathering and a group 
which comes together with widely varying 
purposes in mind soon becomes welded into 
a true family group with a well-defined 
consciousness of kind and a viewpoint that 
is surprisingly common. 


It is notable that every National Council 
comes together with an idea (often some- 
what vague) that its mission is to accom- 
plish something constructive either for the 
fraternity or for education, and that it 
almost invariably winds up with the feeling 
on the part of its component members that, 
regardless of what else has been accom- 
plished, the most vivid recollections cluster 
about the fellowship and the personal rela- 
tionships which have been fostered. 


It is this fraternal spirit which makes 
Phi Delta Kappa what it is and sets it apart 
from other educational organizations. The 
framers of the constitution felt this spirit 
when they wrote the word “fraternal” into 
the constitution and called the organization 
a fraternity rather than a society or associa- 
tion. A brotherly spirit of inspiration and 
helpfulness among men in a common field 
with common ideals and aspirations is 
inalienably inherent in Phi Delta Kappa. 
Any attempt to make of the organization a 
coldly professional group is foredoomed to 
failure. The fraternal feature is native in 
its life processes. There should be no 


regret that this is so.

NEW HOME FOR NATIONAL OFFICE 





New Home for National Office 
HOSE who have been in the National 
Office of Phi Delta Kappa and who 
know something about the limitations 

of space now occupied will not be surprised 
to learn of the move to more spacious 
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quarters. It became evident to the Execu- 
tive Committee some months ago that such 
a move was imperative, and the Executive 
Secretary was instructed to canvass the 
various possibilities in the ““Loop” area and 


in outlying areas. This was done with the 
result that a location was secured in a 
modern fireproof building at the corner of 
Sixty-third Street and Woodlawn Avenue. 
Due to the present favorable renting market 
in Chicago, it was possible to secure nearly 
double the space at very little additional 
expense to the fraternity. 


Members of the fraternity are asked to 
make note of the new address which is as 
follows: Room 410, Woodlawn Trust and 
Savings Bank Building, 1180 East Sixty- 
third Street, Chicago. A cordial invitation 
is extended to visit the National Office 
whenever in Chicago and, in fact, to make 
the office a source of such information as 
you may need and to the extent of our 
ability to provide. The new location is 
within four blocks of the campus of the 
University of Chicago; it is within equal 
distance from the Illinois Central Railroad. 
Surface lines, elevated lines, and bus trans- 
portation are all convenient. 


The first floor of the building is occupied 
by the Woodlawn Trust and Savings Bank, 
which is one of the substantial banks on the 
south side of Chicago. The office space is 
occupied very largely by physicians, den- 
tists, laboratories, and insurance company 
offices. It appears that, in this location, 
Phi Delta Kappa should be well cared for 


now and hereafter. 
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The 3 x 5 card is unduly bulky for such a 
record and it is certainly not up to standard 
practice as a ready reference file. Upon 
making inquiry as to types of equipment 
which would meet our needs for a quick 
reference file of compact arrangement, I 
found the sort of equipment which is used 
in telephone exchanges. It is made by the 
Acme Card System Co., of Chicago. A 
revolving stand to hold 100 swinging leaves, 
five inches wide by 24 inches high, would be 
necessary to accommodate our present list 
of nearly 12,000 names and to provide for 
the increase of approximately 1,200 names 
per year. 


The cost of installing such an equipment 
would be approximately $450.00. 

“Recommendation No. 8. 1 recommend 
that the Council set aside a sufficient sum 
of money to purchase and install the Acme 
tube equipment and alphabetical file de- 
scribed above and that they provide for the 
withdrawal of that sum from our present 
surplus funds. 


CHAPTER ACTIVITIES AND CHAPTER 
PRACTICES 
“The statement on ‘Chapter Activities’ 
which appeared on page 10 of the report of 
the National Secretary to the Twelfth 
National Council is, unfortunately, a fair 
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statement of the situation as I have ob- 
served it from time to time during the past 
fifteen months. I think that I can see some 
improvement along this line, but we have 
far to go in the direction of the efficient, 
business-like handling of chapter affairs. 
Some of the large chapters, some of the 
small chapters, some of the old chapters 
and some of the young chapters have been 
able to handle the chapter business in a 
perfectly efficient manner. In spite of 
changing officers, the ability to carry on 
effectively seems to persist. Some of the 
other chapters seem to have more or less 
trouble at all times to understand the 
procedures involved in carrying on the 
chapter business. 

“Tt occurs to me that the chapters which 
are able to carry on the chapter business 
from year to year may have two advan- 
tages in their favor. In any event, I wish 


to call to your attention the desirability of 
providing two types of assistance for your 
chapter officers. 


1. Provision for adequate desk space and 
fraternity files. 

2. Provision for adequate clerical and 
stenographic assistance. 


“Please refer to the Phi Delta Kappan, 
April, 1929, pp. 181-182, for a statement on 
‘Chapter Practices’ and for a table showing 
the practices of the various chapters as to 
(1) frequency of chapter meetings, (2) day 
and hour of meeting, (3) amount of chapter 
dues, (4) honorarium paid to chapter secre- 
tary or treasurer, (5) employment of a paid 
clerk and the rate of pay for such service, 
and (6) the frequency and style of the 
chapter news letter. I shall not attempt to 
analyze the content of the table on chapter 
practices in this report, but I commend it 
for your study: You will readily note the 
wide variance of practice. 

“A study of the ‘Initiation Practices of 
Phi Delta Kappa’ was made by certain 
members of Alpha Mu Chapter and reported 
in the December number of the Phi Delta 

Kappan, pp. 122-126. I wish that you would 
read this article carefully and that you 
would note again the wide variance in 
practice. 


“Eta Chapter has launched a study’ of

the activities and practices of the various 
chapters which they had hoped to have 
ready for presentation to the Thirteenth 
National Council. In view of the late start 
which they had to make, it is doubtful 
whether they will have a complete or even 
a partial report to make at this time. The 
study, however, promises to be the most 
comprehensive one yet made and we urge 
for the sake of the study that each chapter 
cooperate with Eta Chapter in the fullest 
possible measure. 

“Since Brother Wise has so well stated 
the description of the procedure or lack of 
procedure in some chapters, I am taking 
the liberty of quoting his statement at this 
point. As indicated above, the situation 
which he has described still prevails to some 
extent. 


“The National Secretary does not wish to seem to be 
in the position of constantly criticising chapter officers 
and their procedure. At times it has been imperatively 
necessary that the national office take a reprimanding 
attitude toward certain chapters and their officers for 
decidedly unbusinesslike and often almost vicious 
practices which, if persisted in, would result in dis- 
credit to the fraternity. In this connection it seems 
hardly necessary to draw attention to the fact that any 
financial scandal that might arise as a result of care- 
lessness in money matters would operate to the dis- 
credit of Phi Delta Kappa at large. It is obviously the 
business of the fraternity to see that its component 
members conduct their business in a safe and business 
like manner. 

“One cause of great concern to the national office has 
been suggested earlier in this report i.e., the discontent 
of field members with the attention or lack of attention 
which they receive from their chapter officers. Further 
improvement is also desirable in securing prompt and 
complete reports to the national office of initiates and 
initiations. Much injustice is still being done to our 
new members by delaying the reports of their initia- 
tion unduly. 

“Keeping of chapter records is also done with varying 
degrees of correctness and efficiency. The annual 
audit of chapter records by the National Secretary 
shows certain chapters to have been particularly 
attentive to keeping their records clearly and correctly 
while other chapters are found to have neglected those 
records to a degree that is shameful and criminal. One 
new chapter officer characterized the material turned 
over to him by his predecessor as a ‘mass of debris.’ 
Another chapter’s records were found to be so incorrect 
that it was necessary to go over the entire year’s busi- 
ness and re-make the chapter roll from beginning to 
end in order to arrange the names in chronological 
order of their initiation and insert some names of 
initiates whose initiation had apparently been forgotten 
within five minutes after the ceremony was completed. 
Another chapter’s entire records were in such a shame- 
ful state of illegibility and incorrectness that it was 
necessary to rewrite every one of its books in the office 
of the National Secretary. 

“The above are merely a few examples of the local 
situation as revealed by the necessary contacts with 
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se National Office. I am certain that no members of 
-his Council will defend careless and incorrect methods 
‘record keeping. I am equally certain that no mem- 
rs of the Council would condone the handling of 
sms of money by a treasurer who failed to make any 
record of the money he received or money which he 
disbursed. It is esserttial for the protection of the 
oficer himself as well as the good name of the frater- 
nity, that proper attention be given to these matters.”

“In the light of the data stated and 
referred to above, and in the light of more 
or less obvious conditions and needs which 
prevail, I am making the following recom- 
mendations for the consideration of the 
Thirteenth National Council. The use of 
quotes indicates the repetition of a recom- 
mendation made two years ago by Brother 
Wise. 

‘Recommendation No. 9. ‘That this Council 
appoint a committee of its members to con- 
sider the whole question of chapter activity 
and chapter office practice’ and that this 
committee report its findings, conclusions 
and recommendations to this Council. 


“Recommendation No. so. “That this com- 
mittee consider the question of compulsory 
clerical assistance to attend to the routine 
work of the chapter office.’ 


“Recommendation No. 11. That this com- 
mittee give consideration to the need for 
legislation by this Council relative to the 
provision by each chapter of adequate desk 
and filing equipment for Fraternity records 
and that the committee be requested to 
present to the Council such recommenda- 
tions on the matter as may be justified by 
their findings. 


“Recommendation No. 12. That this com- 
mittee consider and propose legislation to 
this Council relative to a minimum and a 
maximum membership fee which the chap- 
ter may collect from its members. In this 
connection it should be noted that a chapter 
which wishes to carry on a chapter program 
which calls for more than the stated maxi- 
mum may do so either by assessing their 
membership an additional sum or by a 
pledge card system of securing contributions 
from their members for a specified under- 
taking. 

“Recommendation No. 13. That this com- 
mittee consider the following proposal for 
chapter membership fees: 


(a) That a minimum annual chapter membership fee 
be established at 50c per member for associate members 
and $1.00 per member for active members. 

(b) That no chapter may exceed the minimum fee 
unless it shall give to its members two or more chapter 
news letters per year or some equivalent value. 

(c) That a maximum annual chapter membership 
fee for associate members be established at $1.50 per 
member and provided that the annual chapter fee for 
active members shall not exceed $2.00 per member. 

(d) That chapters be encouraged to collect such 
additional sums as their program may justify by means 
of some plan for securing voluntary contributions. 

“Recommendation No. 14. That this 
Council add a section to our National Con- 
stitution making it compulsory for every 
chapter to carry a minimum bond of $500.00 
on its chapter treasurer and that the bond 
be filed in the national office of the Fra- 
ternity subject to demand by the chapter 
president. It is my belief that a chapter 
officer who is inclined to give due attention 
to the record of finances in his care will 
welcome coverage by a bond and that the 
Fraternity, in self-respect, should insure 
the adequate keeping of its records of 
moneys received and disbursed by adopting 
such a plan. 

“Recommendation No. 15. That this 
Council add a section to our By-Laws 
making it compulsory for chapter officers 
to report all initiations to the national office 
within a period of two weeks after the 
initiation. 

“Recommendation No. 76. That this 
Council add a section to our By-Laws mak- 
ing it compulsory for chapter officers to 
remit to the national office all national 
membership fees collected from members, 
within a period of thirty days from date of 
receipt from the member. 

“Recommendation No. 17. That this 
Council give due consideration to the fol- 
lowing suggestion for a sliding scale of 
penalties to be automatically applied in the 
case of late reports, and that, if it be the 
desire of the National Council to adopt 
such a scale, it be made a part of our By- 
Laws. 

(a) Provided that a chapter failing to forward its 
books to the National Office for the annual audit prior 
to July Ist immediately following the end of a given 
fiscal year, be automatically penalized $5.00 and further 
provided that the penalty be increased $5.00 for each 
additional month of delay. 

(b) Provided that failure of a chapter to forward a 
complete report of initiates within a period of two 
weeks after the date of their initiation shall autce 
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matically penalize the chapter $1.00 and further pro- 
vided that the penalty be increased at the rate of $1.00 
for each additional two weeks of delay. 

(c) Provided that a. penalty of $1.00 shall auto- 
matically be applied to each chapter which fails to 
report to the National Office a change in any one or all 
of its chapter officers within two weeks of their election 
and further provided that the penalty shall be auto- 
matically increased at the rate of $1.00 for each addi- 
tional two weeks of delay. 

(d) Provided that a penalty of $1.00 be automatically 
applied to each chapter which fails to ballot within one 
month on any proposition duly submitted to the 
chapter for ballot and further provided that the pen- 
alty be automatically increased at the rate of $1.00 for 
each additional two weeks of delay. 


Lir—E MEMBERSHIPS 


“Existing regulations relative to the 
granting of life memberships do not specify 
that a member shall be in good standing at 
the time of application. In the absence of 
any regulation to the contrary, the national 
office has required good standing of a mem- 
ber before acceptance of his life-member- 
ship fee. 

“T believe that we would be fully justified 
in waiving all claim to back dues in the case 
of members in arrears who wish to take out 
a life membership, providing, however, 
that the period of good standing shall start 
with the fiscal year in which the life mem- 
bership is taken out, and providing also that 
members be privileged to pay up back dues 
not to exceed two years, if they so desire. 

“Since the acceptance of a life member- 
ship fee in payment of all obligations for a 
current fiscal year would place a burden 
upon the national treasury, if the national 
office were required to pay current dues to 
the active chapter, I suggest that provision 
be made whereby the chapter be required 
to waive claim to the $1.00 membership 
fee for the member from the national office 
for the year in which the member shall have 
been granted life membership. 


“Recommendation No. 78. On instruction 
by the Executive Committee, I recommend 
that the Council amend Article VII, Sec- 
tion 3, of the National Constitution to 
provide that the member seeking life mem- 
bership shall not be required to pay dues in 
arrears. 

“Recommendation No. 19. That the na- 
tional office shall not be required to pay 
dues to the chapters for life members until 


the fiscal year next after acceptance of the 
life membership. 
FRATERNITY JEWELRY 

“There have been occasional requests for 
white-gold service keys. Since there has 
been no definite action by the Council on 
this matter and since the question should 
be settled with some degree of finality, the 
Executive Committee instructed me to: 
present the following recommendation for 
your consideration. 

“Recommendation No. 20. That the Coun- 
cil go on record as approving yellow-gold 
jewelry for all official Fraternity emblems 
to the exclusion of either white or green gold. 


BaLLoTING ON ALUMNUS CHAPTERS 

“The attention of the Council is directed 
to the fact that Article VI, Section 2, of the 
National Constitution does not provide for 
a ballot by active chapters on the petition 
of a group for an Alumnus Chapter. Neither 
does the Constitution specifically grant to 
the Executive Committee the sole power to 
approve petitions for Alumnus Chapters. 
In view of the fact that the Constitution is 
not clear on this point, the Executive Com- 
mittee instructed me to present the matter 
to you and to recommend that action be 
taken to amend the Constitution one way 
or the other. It is my belief that the delay 
and expense consequent upon the forward- 
ing of the petition to active chapters for 
approval is unjustifiable unless there is a 
real issue at stake. 

“Since the matter is one which may well 
be left in the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee and since practically every ballot 
taken is unanimous in favor of the alumni 
petitions, I recommend as follows: 

“Recommendation No. 27. That the Con- 
stitution be so amended as to place upon 
the Executive Committee the entire respon- 
sibility for approving: petitions for Alumnus 
Chapters and for granting charters to those 
which are approved. 


THE Nationa MAGaAzineE 
“On the occasion of our last Executive 
Committee meeting, I suggested that the 
time has come when we might increase the 
national magazine to nine issue per year, 
eliminating the summer numbers entirely. 
This, the Committee thought undesirable. 
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After extended discussion of the whole 


matter, the Committee instructed me to 
present the following recommendation to 


you. 
" “Recommendation No. 22. That the na- 


tional magazine, The Phi Delta Kappan, be 
reduced in frequency from six to five issues 
per year, the publishing dates being as fol- 
lows: October 1, December, February 1, 
April 1, and May 15. 

“It has been the policy of the Fraternity 
for some years to mail The Phi Delta Kappan 
only to members in good standing for the 
current fiscal year. In case of late payment 
of fees to the national office, some of the 
magazines are missed and these they may 
not secure except on payment of 35 cents 
per copy. It has been my conviction for 
years that our contact with members would 
be greatly improved and that the degrees 
of satisfaction with membership in Phi 
Delta Kappa would be greatly increased if 
we would adopt the policy of sending the 
magazine to all members who are not in 
arrears for more than the current fiscal 
year. The expense to the Fraternity would 
be more than offset, in my judgment, by 
the increased satisfaction with Phi Delta 
Kappa membership and by the consequent 
higher percentage of paid-up members. 
I therefore recommend: 

“Recommendation No. 23. That beginning 
with the 22nd fiscal year, the names of 
members not more than one year in arrears 
be retained on the national office mailing 
list for the national magazine. 

“I frequently receive requests from li- 
braries for a place on our magazine mailing 
list. A case in point is the John Crerar 
Library of Chicago. Another case in point 
is the New York Public Library. These 
libraries do not wish to pay for the magazine 
and, in my judgment, we should not require 
any subscription fee from them. We are 
now sending The Phi Delta Kappan to the 
library of every institution where we now 
have a chapter of Phi Delta Kappa, by 
reason of the action taken by the Twelfth 
National Council. I therefore recommend: 

“Recommendation No. 24. That the Coun- 
cil extend to the Executive Secretary the 
privilege of placing the names of any library 
on our mailing list for free copies of our 


magazine, provided they give due assurance 
of the maintenance of a permanent file of 
the magazine and furthermore that they 
give assurance that the magazines will be 
bound in suitable volumes for library 
reference. 

A Nationa Directrory 

“A national directory of the membership 
of Phi Delta Kappa has been discussed 
periodically for several years. The directory 
was discussed at length by the Executive 
Committee on the occasion of their last 
meeting. Since there will be considerable 
expense involved in the preparation and 
publication of such a directory it was 
thought best to present the matter to you 
for consideration at this time. 

“If the directory is to be comprehensive 
and accurate it will be necessary to supple- 
ment the appeals for information which 
appear in The Phi Delta Kappan by a direct 
mail appeal. This will doubtless call for 
some follow-up. Many members have 
made use of the blank which appeared in 
the October and December issues of the 
magazine but it is obvious that not all 
members will respond to that appeal. The 
direct mail campaign will necessitate post- 
age, printing, and extra clerical help. 

“It has been suggested that the directory 
should include the two following features, 
an alphabetical list and a geographically 
distributed list. The alphabetical list 
would be prepared as follows or as deter- 
mined by this Council. 

“Smith, John, Zeta 1401, B.S., Univ. of 
Chicago, 1920; A.M., Univ, of Illinois, 1922; 
Supt. of Schools, Charleston, Ill. Address. 
409 Oak St., Charleston, Ill. 

“The geographic list would be arranged 
by state, cities and towns, with the name 
only given for each member. 

“The R. R. Donnelly Company has been 
asked to supply estimates as to the cost of 
such a directory in paper binding and in 
cloth binding, in both the size of our maga- 
zine and in pocket size. They have been 
asked to give us their estimate of the num- 
ber of pages required in both sizes and such 
other data as we may need to act intelli- 
gently on the matter. I expect to receive 
their estimate after this report is completed 
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and the information contained therein will 
be placed before a committee of this Council 
for their guidance. 

“‘Recommendation No. 25. That a com- 
mittee of this Council be appointed to con- 
sider the question of a National Directory 
of Phi Delta Kappa membership and that 
they be instructed to present their recom- 
mendations to this Council. 


SERVICE KEY 

“There is a misconception as to the intent 
and purpose of the service key which comes 
to the fore quite frequently. I quote from 
a letter recently received. ‘It has been im- 
pressed upon me the fact that it is necessary 
to pay a fee of $2.50 a year if the service key 
is to be secured. Since there are no other 
qualifications evidently necessary, except 
paying dues, to secure the key, it strikes me 
that this is just another way of buying 
honor. So far in my career I have never 
bought honor with money and I cannot at 
the present time bring myself to do it yet.’ 

“T believe that this Council should formu- 
late a statement relative to the service key 
and that such a statement should emphasize 
the fact that the Phi Delta Kappa Service 
Key is not an honor key in any sense of the 
word. True, it is an honor to wear an 
emblem which is evidence of continuous 
membership in Phi Delta Kappa and which 
is, furthermore, evidence of at least seven 
years service in the field of Education. 

“Certain problems concerning the grant- 
ing of the service key are suggested by cor- 
respondence which will be placed in the 
hands of a committee if that seems desir- 
able. Doubtless other proposals relative to 
present practice in that regard will be pre- 
sented by the Council. I therefore recom- 
mend: 

“‘Recommendation No. 26. That a com- 
mittee be appointed to give consideration 
to various problems arising in connection 
with the granting of Service Keys. 


MEMBERSHIP AT LARGE 
“My statement concerning membership 
at large is presented in The Phi Delta 
Kappan, December, 1929, on page 104. 
You are referred to that statement for 
information relative to the proposal. 


“Recommendation No. 27. That a com. 
mittee of this Council be appointed to study 
the proposal for membership at large, or a 
national chapter as it is sometimes called, 
and that the committee be instructed to 
present to this Council a plan for member. 
ship at large, if that be consistent with the 
recommendations of the committee. 


BupGEt 

“It is customary for each Council to 
appoint a budget committee of its members 
whose duty it is to canvass the needs of the 
Fraternity for the ensuing biennium and to 
authorize the proper and necessary expendi- 
tures for each anticipated item of expense, 
I am assuming that the custom will be fol- 
lowed by this Council and I refer the com- 
mittee to the budget statements which 
appear in this report and which cover the 
19th and 20th fiscal years. In a few in- 
stances the Executive Committee has, 
under constitutional authority, made cer- 
tain shifts of funds between various budget 
items, in only one instance allowing the 
total to exceed that which was authorized 
by the original budget. In this instance the 
excess was due to larger Council expenses 
than were anticipated and its coverage was 
authorized by the Twelfth Council. 

“The attention of the budget committee 
is called to the need for providing in the 
budget for such additional items as may 
be authorized by the Council. 


THE SERVICE PROGRAM OF THE 
FRATERNITY 


“The most important problem before the 
Council and the one about which the least 
has been said is that of ways and means of 
rendering an increasing and _ significant 
service to our membership. Little attempt 
has been made up to the present time to 
render a service to the membership except 
through the medium of The Phi Delta Kap- 
pan. I believe that it is through this 
medium we will continue to render the 
largest service to the rank and file of our 
membership. I believe, however, that the 
time has come when we must be concerned 
about other types of service not only to our 
membership, as such, but to the profession 
of which we are a part. 
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“I shall not attempt to outline any pro- 
im of service in this report as I would 
simply be repeating what has been stated 
the columns of The Phi Delta Kappan 

i certain other statements which will 
-ome before you. I believe that this Council 
should be gravely concerned about the 
future in this respect and that it should 
spend a fair portion of its time in the con- 
sideration of this problem. I therefore 
recommend: 

“Recommendation No. 28. That a com- 
mittee be appointed to consider the problem 
of rendering greater service to (1) Phi Delta 
Kappa members, particularly those in the 
field, and (2) our profession and the cause 
of education in general. 


ConcLuSION 

“Nearly fifteen months of work in the 
National Office have been very busy and 
very interesting months. The results of 
our efforts I shall leave to your judgment. 
The cooperation extended to this office by 
the various chapter officers has been on the 
whole, all that could be asked. It is a con- 
stant cause for regret that our contacts 


must be almost entirely by correspondence 
inasmuch as I would appreciate the oppor- 
tunity to make the personal acquaintance- 
ship with chapter officers and members of 
the various chapters which is not possible 
to any large degree when we must depend 


upon correspondence. I trust that the 
pressure of the duties placed upon each of 
by the Council may not be so great as to 
make it impossible for us to spend enough 
time together to get personally acquainted, 

“The burden of my effort during the past 
year has been to master the detail and 
organizational features of the national office 
and to give such assistance to chapter 
officers as the exigencies of the occasion 
might suggest, all to the end that we might 
develop together a better understanding of 
our mutual problems and to the end that 
our whole organization might function with 
a minimum of friction. 

“I regret that this report must deal to so 
great an extent with the details of organiza- 
tion, but it has seemed to me that such a 
report is an imperative duty of the secretary 
in charge of the national office. I wish to 
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assure you, however, that I am even more 
concerned about the major problems which 
confront us as an organization and I sin- 
cerely trust that out of the Thirteenth 
National Council may come such forward 
looking policies as will insure for Phi Delta 
Kappa the growing respect not only of its 
members but of the profession of which we 
are proud to be a part. 

“Having sat in each of the three most 
recent national councils, I may say that I 
am fully aware of the fact that some of you 
are prepared to offer direct criticisms of the 
national office and our way of carrying on 
the business of that office. I wish to state 
at this time, and in concluding this report, 
that I court your constructive criticism. 
I am not interested in the executive secre- 
taryship as a means of securing personal 
glorification and any criticism which you 
may offer which will point the way to a 
better functioning of the office will be most 
heartily welcomed. I shall assume that the 
criticisms are never for self-justification, 
but for the good of the order at large. I will 
be disappointed, and you will likewise be 
disappointed, if this Council, for any reason, 
loses sight of its opportunity for the formu- 
lation of a forward-looking constructive 
program. In that spirit, I commend to you 
this report for study, for criticism, and for 
support insofar as you are able to give it.”

COUNCIL BANQUET 

Monpay Eveninc, DEcEMBER 30, 1929 

The Council and visiting members of the 
Fraternity then gathered in a private dining 
room of the Stevens for the National Council 
Banquet. Each delegate addressed the 
Council in a three-minute talk on “The 
Most Significant Recent Developments in 
Our Institution.” Group singing of old 
favorite songs followed the talks. The 
program was a decided departure from the 
usual type of program at National Council 
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Banquets and it was thought by all in 
attendance to be one of the most interesting 
and profitable. Attendance was over eighty, 


THIRD SESSION 
Tuespay, DEcEMBER 31, 1929 


The Council was called to order at 10:00 
o’clock by President Phelps. All members 
of the Council responded to the roll call. 

PRESIDENT PHELPs: “The Committee on 
Permanent Headquarters has signified its 
readiness to report. The advisory members 
of that committee, Brother McAllister, 
who has served on that committee for a 
number of years, has the first part of the 
report, and the chairman of the committee 
follows with his report.” 

BrotrHer McA. ister: “Mr. Chairman: 
I am sure it was a great privilege to sit in 
these meetings of yesterday and last night. 
I can not but reminisce just a little over the 
tremendous growth, I will not say so much 
in numbers, as growth in that indefinable 
thing we might perhaps call growth in spirit, 
spiritual growth. That is the biggest thing 
about Phi Delta Kappa, the inspiration it 
gives each real Phi Delta Kappan to engage 
in his career with greater zeal, a greater 
determination to make the most of his 
opportunity in the profession of education. 

“You may discuss and rediscuss how 
much Phi Delta Kappa is doing, but as 
Brother Williams called to your attention 
yesterday, you can not measure that, but 
go anywhere in this great country and 
observe how Phi Delta Kappa members 
are performing their jobs. There really is a 
difference. 

“Now, I will say that your humble servant 
in this matter of Permanent Home is not 
satisfied with the work at all. There may 
seem to be some conflict between this report 
and the report of the Council Committee on 
Permanent Home, of which I was the ad- 
visory member. I will say, though, that 
before the meeting of last night Brother 
Wise had the opportunity to read this report 
through, and so the report that you will 
soon hear from him takes into consideration 
what has been said here, and if there be any 
conflict it is due to the fact that this report 
was finished and in mimeographed form 
before Brother Wise’s committee met. 
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“The first part is more or less historical. 
| simply want to make this point, that what 
i have presented here is no criticism of our 
Executive Committee. 


REpoRT OF COMMITTEE ON PERMANENT 
HomMeE 


(It will be noted that this is not offered as a com- 
mittee report, but simply a report of the chairman.) 

1. “The undersigned received notice on the 7th of 
December, 1928, from President Shelton Phelps, 
advising that I had been appointed a member of the 
Committee on Permanent Home. In that letter of 
notification President Phelps requested that the 
committee 

“Consider the question of the desirability of pro- 
viding permanent quarters for the fraternity; work out 
and suggest to the fraternity a practicable plan for 
providing such a plan.” 

2. “On the 15th of December, 1928, I received notice 
from Executive Secretary, Paul M. Cook, to the effect 
that I myself am to be chairman of the committee and 
that the remaining personnel of the committee will be 
furnished me as soon as acceptances are received. 

3. “On the 11th of February, 1929, I received notice 
from Executive Secretary Cook regarding the appoint- 
ment and acceptance of certain members of the com- 
mittee. On the 20th of February, 1929, I received 
notice from Brother Cook giving me the last of the full 
personnel of the committee. The full personnel is as 
follows: N. L. Engelhardt, New York; R. A. Kent, 
Evanston; J. B. Edmonson, Ann Arbor; W. S. Gray, 
Chicago; C. E. Chadsey, Urbana; F. W. Hart, Ber- 
keley, E. B. Cubberly, Stanford University. 

4.“On the 18th of February, 1929, I requested 
Brother Cook to call a meeting of this committe for 
Tuesday, the 26th of February, 1929, 7:30 a.m., the 
meeting to be held in my room at Hotel Cleveland. 
My secretary phoned that request to Brother Cook 
immediately upon my dictation of it. Brother Cook 
advised her that he had already received notice from 
Acting President Alexander to the effect that the mem- 
bers of this committee were to hold themselves in 
readiness to meet with the Executive Committee in 
Cleveland on Sunday afternoon, the 24th of February, 
in Brother Alexander’s room, and also the committee 
was expected to meet with the Executive Committee 
at breakfast at the Hollenden Hotel in Cleveland on 
Monday morning, the 25th. 

“So far as the writer knows, the Permanent Home 
Committee was not called upon by the Executive 
Committee to meet with the latter on Sunday after- 
noon. However, we were severally requested to meet 
with the Executive Committee next morning, Monday, 
at breakfast. The members of the Permanent Home 
Committee that met with the Executive Committee 
on Monday morning, the 25th, were Kent, Gray, 
Edmonson, Chadsey and McAllister. After consider- 
able informal discussion of the various angles of the 
problem, the following action was taken: 

\. “That the Executive Secretary keep a record of 
types of service being called for in the national head- 
quarters, and 

B. “That the Executive Committee make a study 
of the functions of Phi Delta Kappa in terms of the kind 
of service which may be rendered and a study of the 
services which the fraternity under the present organ- 
ization, is unable to render. 

“The chairman of the Permanent Home Committee 
made a report regarding the movement that is on foot 
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for a Chicago World’s Fair Centennial Celebration 
and the possibility that there may be an education 
building in connection with the World’s Fair. It was 
decided to draft a resolution and present it at the 
annual Phi Delta Kappa luncheon on Tuesday, the 
26th day of February, 1929, requesting the World’s 
Fair Centennial Celebration to have a separate build- 
ing for education. That resolution follows: 

“Whereas: the Federal Government through action of the United 


States Congress and approval by the President, has given officia 
recognition to the Chicago World’s Fair Centennial Celebration in 


1933; an 
“Whereas: The World’s Fair administration is planning for 
exhibits which portray epochs in human progress and achievement 


during the century then ending; an ‘ 
“Whereas: the National Research Council of the National 


Academy of Sciences has accepted general responsibility for super- 
es exhibits to be admitted to this exposition; and 

hereas: plans have been announced for individual exhibits 
in separate buildings for such great enterprises as transportation, 
agriculture, medicine and other fields of applied science, portraying 
in panoramic view their ress during the century: 

“Therefore: be it reso vel that we, the undersigned members of 
the Phi Delta Kappa Fraternity, request the Chicago World’s Fair 
Centennial Celebration Corporation and its coordinating agency, 
the National Research Council, to provide a separate building in 
which the progress of education in America and in the other coun- 
tries of the world will be exhibited in a manner comparable with 
the portrayal of progress in the other great fields of human achieve- 


ment 

“The resolution was unanimously adopted at the 
luncheon and was signed by 465 members of our 
fraternity. Our Executive Secretary presented this 
resolution and a list of the signers to Dr. Allen D. 
Albert, Assistant to President Rufus C. Dawes of the 
Chicago World’s Fair Centennial Celebration. 

“On Saturday, the 26th of December, 1929, the 
undersigned had ‘an interview with Dr. R. P. Shepherd, 
Chairman of the Department of Social Sciences of the 
Century of Progress Exposition (which is the new name 
given to the Centennial Celebration) and the latter 
expressed himself as very deeply interested in the 
resolution above referred to. Dr. Shepherd read the 
undersigned a copy of a letter that he had addressed 
only a few days ago to the Century of Progress Expo- 
sition management in which he expressed in strongest 
terms the need for a separate education exhibit, that 
is, separate from the other social sciences, and in his 
letter he further stated that education is the most 
important of all the different social sciences. 

“Thus, our fraternity and the cause for which it 
stands seems to be favorably represented with the 
powers that be_in connection with the Century of 
Progress Exposition. There are many details of 
organization that have yet to be attended to and there 
are some complications that may make it impossible 
to provide a separate education building. However, 
it does seem to be practically certain that great stress 
will be placed upon the progress in education that has 
been made during the last hundred years. It is quite 
possible that the exhibition buildings are going to have 
to be temporary structures. However, there is likewise 
a strong possibility that there will be opportunity at 
the close of the exposition to get possession at a nominal 
price or gratis, of a large number of those exhibits. 
Thus, of our fraternity wishes to set its mind upon a 
Temple of education as an objective, the writer would 
suggest that every reasonable attempt be made to 
work in close touch with the managerial officers of the 
Century of Progress Exposition. 

“The foregoing portion of this report may seem to 
be a sort of detour from the purpose for which the 
Committee on Permanent Home was appointed. It 
should be remarked that the Executive Committee of 
our fraternity, on learning that the Chicago World’s 
Fair is practically certain to be realized, suggested that 
steps should be taken by the Permanent Home Com- 
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mittee to see whether there might be an opportunity 
for our fraternity to assume charge of any education 
building or education exhibit that might be held in 
connection with the World’s Fair. 

“Coming more directly to the question of the Perma- 
nent Home, it should be stated that owing to the fact 
that the Permanent Home Committee met on Monday, 
the 25th of February, 1929, with the Executive Com- 
mittee, it was agreed that the meeting of the Perma- 
nent Home Committee that had been called by the 
chairman for Tuesday, the 26th, at 7:30 a.m., should 
be called off. No meeting of the Permanent Home 
Committee has since been held. The Permanent Home 
Committee has not yet received any report from the 
Executive Committee with regard to the investigation 
that the latter was to conduct, namely, 

“To keep a record of types of service being called for 
by members and chapters and to make a study of the 
functions of Phi Delta Kappa in terms of the amount 
of service which may be rendered and a study of the 
service which the fraternity, under the present organ- 
ization, is unable to render.’ 

“The Permanent Home Committee would be assum- 
ing duties and responsibilities beyond its uthority if it 
were to ignore the investigation that is presumably 
under way on the part of the Executive Committee. 

“Following are a few questions and suggestions that 
may be helpfulin determining the desires of this Council: 

1. Do we need a permanent home? 

2. If so, for what purposes? 

These two questions must be answered before a 
committee can be expected to consider ways and means. 

The following suggestions we trust are in order in 
connection with considering the two above questions: 

1. What common live-and-let-live self-interests have 
our members? Perhaps there is not more than one 
common live-and-let-live self-interest. Perhaps there 
are a dozen. At any rate, could not this Council take 
an inventory of those self-interests that are common to 
practically all the membership of our fraternity? 

2. What are the common live-and-let-live self-inter- 
ests of our chapters and of other groups of field mem- 
bers? 

3. Which of those self-interests under No. 1 and 
which of those under No. 2 can be served through a 
national headquarters? 

4. Are those interests of such nature as to make per- 
manency of location of a national headquarters desir- 
able? 

5. Is our fraternity prepared to commit itself to a 
permanent place of holding its national conventions? 

6. If so, is it desirable to hold the national conven- 
tions in the city where the national headquarters are 
located? 

7. Is our fraternity interested in having a type or 
types of service that may be available to all the world, 
or shall we be content with service to ourselves, indi- 
vidually and collectivelv, only? 

“After having considered the two above questions 
in the light of the seven suggestions given and in light 
of other suggestions that no doubt will occur to the 
membership of this Council, then granted that the 
Council decides that it should have a permanent home, 
is it willing to appropriate a sufficient amount of money 
to make it possible for a committee to hold one or two 
meetings to consider thoroughly the question of pro- 
viding ways and means? Is it willing also to finance 
the necessary investigations incident to the study of 
the ways and means? Is it willing to see to the appoint- 
ment of a committee, the entire membership of which 
is in sympathy with the objective that the Council 
has set its mind upon? 


“Referring to the last question, so far as the writer 
knows, the Executive Committee made no attemp: to 
find out whether any member of this Permanent Home 
Committee is in sympathy with the idea of a perima- 
nent home. It is perhaps well that the Executive 
Committee made no attempt to ascertain this fact, 
since the Council had not definitely decided that a 
permanent home is necessary or desirable. Are we not 
ready to launch out in dead earnest to be in fact as well] 
as in theory a “professional education fraternity 
existing for the mutual help of men of sound moral 
character of recognized professional training and 
ability who are engaged in the scientific study of edu- 
cation?” Are we not through the organization period? 
Are we not through with discussing the questions of 
eligibility for key, for membership, etc.? Is it not time 
for this Council to undertake some big things that are 
needed in American education and which Phi Delta 
Kappa is peculiarly fitted to do?” 

Ase J. McALLisTer. 

PresipENT Puetps: “Without objection, 
we will next receive the report of the com- 
mittee of this Council on the same problem, 
doing that before the opening the whole for 
discussion and action. Without objection, 
we receive the report of Brother McAllister, 
for which we are grateful, and it becomes a 
matter of record. 

“Brother Wise you are reporting for the 
committee.” 

BrorHer Wise: “It will take perhaps 
fifteen minutes for me to make this report, 
largely because a certain amount of orienta- 
tion is necessary before the specific recom- 
mendations of the committee should be 
presented to you. 

“Brother McAllister’s report tells you a 
good deal about the history of the Perma- 
nent Home movement. It has been dis- 
cussed, first casually and then more seri- 
ously, for several years. It has been the 
belief of many members of our Fraternity 
that eventually we must own our own 
headquarters building, located at some 
centrally accessible place, which would be 
the fountainhead of all Phi Delta Kappa 
activities, both present and to come. 

“There have been many propositions sub- 
mitted as means of financing and securing 
such a headquarters. At one time we talked 
of raising an endowment. A more recent 
development was the one suggested of 
cooperating with the World’s Fair in erect- 
ing a building which might thereafter be 
turned over to us to use as a permanent 
headquarters building. —_ Both of these 


propositions have apparently been forced 
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‘- othe discard. The idea might be revived, 
but it appears to be impractical. It looks 
as though the Fraternity might need to 
finance from its own revenues any such 
movement that might be adopted. 

“T suspect the question of whether or not 
we need a Permanent Home is an. essential 
question to be settled, consequently that 
question will be the first item in the report 
which we give you. 

“There are certain conditions existing at 
the present time which ought to be in our 
minds in considering this question. One of 
them is that we have spent, and that we are 
spending, a considerable amount of money 
for rent every year, and yet we are in 
restricted quarters, which will necessitate 
an expansion, with a consequent very 
probable increase in the amount of money 
we shall have to spend for that purpose. 

“I raise as a question whether it would 
not be to our advantage to be devoting this 
money toward the acquisition of the prop- 
erty as our own, particularly since the 
amount is now $1,200 a year, and likely to 
increase to $1,500 or $1,600 within a very 
short time. 

“Another condition is that real estate 
values in practically all of our larger Middle 
West cities at the present time are probably 
at the lowest ebb that will be the case for 
several years to come, so that the possibility 
for buying to good advantage is greater 
today than it is likely to be within a period 
of a good many years. 

“There are some other considerations 
which I should like to advance at this time, 
also. There are certain of us who believe 
that a property could be purchased at the 
present time, making a down payment out 
of the funds already in our surplus, and 
assuming a mortgage obligation for the 
remainder, the carrying charges on which 
could be met to a large degree by income 
from the property. In other words, we 
could have a property larger than we need 
for our present purposes, which would give 
us ample and convenient room, much more 
than we have under our present rental con- 
ditions, and still have a considerable sur- 
plus, perhaps two-thirds of the property, 
available for rental, if it is selected in the 
proper location. That rental would carry 
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a very large part, and perhaps all, of the 
charges on the property. 

“We are accumulating a surplus year by 
year. In the last five years it has averaged 
$3,000 a year. There is every evidence that 
the surplus this year of receipts over ex- 
penditures will be in the neighborhood of 
$2,000, and every prospect to believe that 
hereafter we will have an average of $3,000 
maintained or exceeded. 

“With these figures in your minds, you 
may, I think, quite readily understand the 
conditions that were in the minds of the 
committee when we drew up the proposals 
here before you. We felt we should give 
you a concrete project, stated in terms of 
dollars and in terms of a plan that the 
Council might have before it, a definite and 
concrete mark at which to aim your discus- 
sion, and if you see fit to say we are not 
ready for a proposition of this sort, the vote 
of this Council will, of course, indicate that 
feeling. If you believe we are in a position 
to take immediate steps, we offer you here 
a plan by which those steps may be taken. 

“You all have a copy of this before you, 
but I am going to read it with you. 


Your committee on Permanent Home begs to 
recommend to the Council the following suggested 
procedure: 


1. That this Council go on record as favoring the 
early acquisition of a National Headquarters property 
to be owned by the fraternity. __ 

2. That the maximum price of this property shall not 
exceed $50,000. 

3. That not more than $15,000 out of the surplus 
fund be used as a down payment. 

4. That the property should be so selected that its 
income producing probabilities will come within 
$1,500.00 per year of defraying the expense of main- 
tenance and carrying charges. (Interest, taxes, etc.) 

5. That this Council designate the city in which this 
property is to be purchased or empower the National 
Executive Committee to make such selection. 

6. That the National Executive Committee be em- 
powered to conclude the purchase subject to the con- 
ditions specified above.

BrotHer Wise: “There have been other 
projects placed before the National Council 
in times past which looked at the time just 
as threatening as this one looks. The propo- 
sition of a full-time Secretary was viewed 
with an alarm amounting to almost conster- 
nation at the time it was first proposed.

It is a thing we are taking as a matter of 
course at present. Every decisive step that 
has been taken has looked just as formidable 
as this one does now, and I should like to 
have you have that in mind also, projecting, 
if you can, your thoughts five years into the 
future after this has been done, and viewing 
the probability that Councils meeting at 
that time will look upon the National 
Headquarters with just as: much a matter 
of course as we look upon the conditions 
under which we are at present working.’ 

After considerable discussion, the report 
was tabled until the report of the Service 
Committee could be given. 

The report of the Committee on National 
Directory was given by Brother Rainey. 
Since the committee presented a revised 
report at a later session of the Council, the 
first report is omitted here. 

The report of the Committee on Time 
and Place was read by Brother Riley as 
follows:

Brother Corey presented the report of 
the Committee on Chapter Activities as 
follows: 


Report OF COMMITTEE ON CHAPTER 
ACTIVITIES 


The Committee on Chapter Activities has con- 
sidered carefully the recommendations made _ by 
Brother Cook in his report presented yesterday after- 
noon. As a result of our deliberation, we wish to 
present the following suggestions to the Council: 

That there be a yearly report of the status ot 
chapter finances made to the active and associate 
members through the medium of the local news letter 
or yearbook. No defense of this recommendation 
seems necessary. The members of a fraternity that 
they support certainly should be aware of its financial 
condition. Adopted, Resolution No. 1. 

2. That each chapter provide itself with a permanent 
filing system and desk for the safe keeping of local 
records and correspondence. The officers of local 
chapters change yearly, and in the consequent con- 
fusion fraternity records are sometimes lost and fre- 

uently badly disarranged. It is thought that a perma- 


nent resting place for chapter files would tend to alleyj- 
ate this  rmeaiaed bad condition. Adopted, Resoly- 
tion No. 2 

3. That ‘the national constitution be so amended as 
to require each chapter to carry a minimum bond of 
$500.00 upon its local treasurer, this bond to be filed 
with the National Office and subject to the demand of 
the chapter president. There were a number of con- 
siderations which led to this recommendation, chief of 
which was the fact that certain chapter treasurers have 
taken their duties so lightly that records were not only 
illegible, but sadly confused. It is believed that the 
above recommendation would tend toward making the 
local treasurer a more responsible person. It is in no 
sense an affront to any individual; merely a device, 
half businesslike and half psychological, to make for 
better local bookkeeping and business transaction. 
Referred to Committee on Constitutional Changes. 


4. That each chapter be instructed to mail a complete 
list of initiates to the National Office within a period 
of two weeks after initiation, failure to do this being 
followed by an automatic penalty upon the local 
chapter of $1.00, with an equal sum added for each 
poy weeks additional delay. Adopted. Legislative Act 
No. 2. 
5. That local officers remit to the National Office 
within a period of 30 days after collection all national 
fees. Adopted. Legislative Act No. 3. 

6. That failure of chapter officers to forward Chapter 
books to the National Office by July Ist after the 
end of the preceding fiscal year should result in an 
automatic penalty upon the particular chapter of $5.00 
with an additional $5.00 for each month of added delay. 
Adopted. Legislative Act No. 4. 

7. That each chapter report to the National Office 
within a period of two weeks after election, change in 
chapter officers, failure to do so resulting in an auto- 
matic penalty of $1.00, with a like sum added for each 
two weeks of additional delay. Adopted. Legislative 
Act No. 5. 

8. That each chapter report a ballot upon any propo- 
sition duly submitted by the National Office for action 
within a period of thirty days from receipt of same, 
failure to do this resulting in an automatic penalty of 
$1.00, with an equal amount added for each two weeks 
additional delay. Referred to Committee on Constitu- 
tional Changes. 

The last five recommendations are made with the 
idea in mind of speeding up communication between 
chapters and national headquarters. Assessments were 
included chiefly to insure the matter being brought to 
the attention of local officers. The periods of time 
within which reports must be made, as well as the 
magnitude of the assessments were taken from Brother 
Cook’s report. 

9. The committee suggests that at each election of 
chapter officers, those coming into office and those 
retiring hold a meeting for the purpose of drawing up a 
prospective budget for the following year’s activity, 
and that a duplicate of this budget be filed in the 
National office. After extended discussion, the motion 
to adopt this suggestion was lost. 

10. The committee recommends that chapters pro- 
vide for careful maintenance of fraternity records and 
for efficient handling of fraternity business. It recom- 
mends specifically that each chapter employ clerical 
assistance. The assistant should be one who is a perma- 
nent resident in the college community, who can carry 
on with the records from year to year, and who can 
thus prevent the confusion which results when new 
officers of the chapter take up duties each year, usually 
knowing little of these duties. Loss of records will 
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lik. wise be prevented. Some of the chapters already 
us paid clerical help employ a college stenographer 
for -art time, probably on a monthly salary determined 
by :he size of chapter membership and the amount of 
work. A study of chapter activities in the April issue 
of The Phi Delta Kappan shows that 16 chapters have 
paid clerical help. these chapters have an average of 
13.3% of members in arrears. The 21 chapters with- 
out clerical assistance have an average of 20.4% in 
arrears. The committee believes that this is more 
than a coincidence. 

(he paid clerk’s duties may be determined by each 
chapter’s desires. Some of them may be the main- 
tenance of the chapter records and files; the keeping of 
chapter books; the opening of incoming mail; handling 
the routine correspondence and turning other mail 
over to proper officers. The committee feels that each 
chapter can afford the cost of this efficiency, the clerk 
employed by the smaller chapters having less work, 
and consequently less pay, while the larger chapters 
with their larger incomes can claim more time and pay 
for it. Adopted. Resolution No. 3. 

11. The committee recommends the adoption of 
Sections a, b, c and d of Recommendation No. 13 in 
the report of the Executive Secretary. 

Each section was presented alone and each motion to 
adopt was defeated.

FOURTH SESSION 


TuespAy AFTERNOON, DECEMBER 31, 1929 


The Council was called to order by Presi- 
dent Phelps at 2:20 o’clock. All members 


of the Council answered roll call except 
Brother Otto. 

A preliminary report of the Service Com- 
mittee was presented by Brother Lindquist. 
Since the final report of the committee 
appears in a later section of this abstract, 
the preliminary report is omitted here. 
Much time was spent in discussion of the 
preliminary report and certain actions were 
taken by the Council on matters suggested 
in the discussion. 

Brother Phippins moved the adoption of 
the recommendation of Brother Alexander 


that there be a page in the Phi Delta Kappan 
set aside for a question and answer depart- 
ment.. The motion was duly seconded, 
voted upon, and carried. Legislative Act 
No. 6. 

Brother Lindquist moved the adoption 
of the recommendation that the Executive 
Secretary be authorized to furnish such 
address lists as he can furnish to such people 
as in his opinion will make legitimate and 
professional use of them. The motion was 
duly seconded, voted upon and carried. 
Legislative Act No. 7. 

The report of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Home, which had been tabled, was 
again presented to the Council. The first 
recommendation of the committee was read 
as follows: “That this Council go on record 
as favoring the early acquisition of a 
National Headquarters property to be 
owned by the Fraternity.” A motion to 
adopt the recommendation was duly sec- 
onded, voted upon, and lost. Since all other 
recommendations made in the report hinged 
upon the adoption of Number 1, no action 
was taken upon the remaining items. 

It was moved by Brother Lamport that a 
committee be appointed to give further 
study to the problem of a permanent home 
for the National Headquarters of the Fra- 
ternity and that this committee be in- 
structed to report to the Fourteenth Na- 
tional Council. Adopted. Legislative Act 
No. &.

FIFTH SESSION 


Tuespay Eventnc, DecemsBer 31, 1929 

The Council was called to order by Vice 
President Alexander at 7:30 o’clock. All 
members of the Council responded to the 
roll call with the exception of President 
Phelps. The chairman proceeded to budget 
the time of the Council and to arrange for 
the remaining committee reports and for a 
distribution of the recommendations of the 
Executive Secretary to the proper com- 
mittees. 

The Committee on Life Membership was 
appointed to give consideration to the 
recommendations numbered 18 and 19 in 
the report of the Executive Secretary. The 
committee named was as follows: Clayton 
R. Wise (Chairman), Forrest R. Noffsinger, 
A. R. Congdon, and A. W. Beattie. 

In consideration of recommendation num- 
ber 20 in the same report, it was moved, 
seconded, and carried that the Council go 
on record as approving yellow gold jewelry 
for all official emblems of the fraternity to 
the exclusion of white or green gold. Adopted. 
Legislative Act No. so. 

In connection with a brief report by the 
Committee on Constitutional Changes, it

was moved that the “White Clause” be 
stricken from the Constitution. The motion 
was seconded and discussed at length. The 
motion was put to a vote and lost. Various 
proposals amending the original motion 
were put before the Council each to be 
defeated in turn. 

Brother Wilson moved that before the 
next Council meeting a poll be taken of the 
membership of the Fraternity to find out 
if the field members are in accord with the 
Council members and that the poll be 
submitted at the next Council meeting. It 
was proposed that the poll be made through 
the Phi Delta Kappan. The proposal was 
accepted as a part of the motion. Adopted. 
Legislative Act No. 11. 

Brother Williams moved the deletion 
from the National Constitution of the 
sentence, “He shall also serve as editor of 
the National Magazine.” (The sentence 
appears in Article III, Section 7.) Adopted. 
Legislative Act No. 12. 

CHAIRMAN ALEXANDER: “The report of 
the Service Committee will be taken up. 
The Chair will ask the Historian to take the 
chair.” 

BrorHeR ALEXANDER: “We have been 
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working with some of these recommenda- 
tions in order to rephrase them. Brother 
Lindquist asked me to present one of the 
three items that was tabled this afternoon, 
that was the proposal to establish a scholar- 
ship and a fellowship, both of a research 
nature, which would carry out in practice 
the professional ideals on research which 
have been so often stated in words. 

“We propose in the report that Phi Delta 
Kappa establish for the academic year of 
1930 and 1931, first an undergraduate 
scholarship with a stipend of $500 to be 
given to the member of Phi Delta Kappa 
who, in the judgment of the Executive 
Committee, is most likely to produce 
within the year a creditable piece of educa- 
tional research, selection to be made from 
applicants with suitable recommendation, 
the successful man being free to take his 
work anywhere. 

“We propose secondly that a graduate 
fellowship of $2500 be administered in 
similar fashion, open only to Phi Delta 
Kappans actually at work on doctors’ 
dissertations and devoting full tim: to 
study and research during the year of the 
fellowship. Our idea there in connection 
with these was that we ought to do some- 
thing to attract the attention of those 
interested in educationa! research in this 
country, and we thought since we had a 
surplus that there would be money avail- 
able to try this out for one year. There is 
no fellowship in education in this country 
for as much as $2500 so far as we know. 
The General Education Board grants the 
largest fellowships in education of which I 
know anything, but I do not think they 
run more than $2,000 to a man. This, if 
rightly administered, would be the biggest 
fellowship in education in the country. We 
think it could be rightly administered and 
would stand for all the ideals of the Fra- 
ternity, and if it were, it would attract 
an attention to this organization, it would 
give us a standing in the educational re- 
search world in this country as nothing else 
would. Mr. Chairman, I move the adop- 
tion of this report.” 

It was moved by Brother Hamrin that 
the original motion be amended to remove 
the requirement that candidates must be 
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members of Phi Delta Kappa. The amend- 
ment was put to a vote and carried. 

The recommendation of the committee, 
as amended, was then put to a vote. Adopted. 
Legislative Act No. 2}. 

BroTHER ANDERSON (Delta Chapter): 
“The Committee on the Duties of the 
District Deputies is now reporting.” 

“It is herewith recommended that the 
name District Deputies be changed to read 
District Representatives.” Adopted. Legis- 
lative Act No. 14. 

“It is herewith recommended that the 
membership of the Executive Committee 
be extended to include five or more District 
Representatives as the Council from time 
to time shall determine, allocated one each 
to the five or more recognized districts. Lost. 

After further extended discussion of the 
various items in the report, it was referred 
back to the committee for revision. See 
later report. 


SIXTH SESSION 


Wepnespay Mornino, JANuaryY 1, 1930 

The Council convened at 9:30 o'clock, 
Vice President Alexander presiding. All 
members of the Council responded to the 
roll call except President Phelps. 

The following resolution was presented 
by Brother Hamrin together with the names 
of twenty men who had signed it: 

“Whereas, This is the first National 
Council meeting since the appointment of 
an Executive Secretary, be it 

“Resolved, That we, the National Council, 
go on record as favoring the plan most 
heartily. 

“We wish to commend the Executive 
Committee in their choice of the present 
Executive Secretary, whom we feel has 
taken over and carried on his work in a 
most efficient, professional, zealous manner.” 

The motion to adopt the resolution car- 
ried unanimously. Resolution No. 4. 


Lire MEMBERSHIP 
BrorHer Wise: ““The Committee on Life 
Membership was appointed to bring in 
some amendments to the Constitution to 
clear up certain ambiguities uncovered in 
our procedure under the present wording 
of the Constitution: 
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“Your committee on Life Membership reports the 
following recommendations: 

“That Article VII, Section 2 (C) be amended by the 
addition of the following paragraphs: 

“Any member who is either in arrears or in nominal 
membership may become a life member by the pay- 
ment of the regular fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) and 
shall not be required to pay any other arrearages. 

“When any member becomes a life member of Phi 
Delta Kappa, the National Office will not begin pay- 
ment of his dues to the local chapter until the first 
year’s income on the investment is available.’

SERVICE Key 

“The members of this committee wish to 
submit the following: 

“As the name indicates, the purpose of 
of the Service Key is primarily a recognition 
of service. The honor connected with the 
wearing of the key is only incidental. 

“We find ourselves in complete harmony 
with the eligibility requirements as stated 
in our constitution and by-laws with this 
one qualification, namely: in Article V., 
Section II, of the By-laws we should inter- 
pret the term ‘graduate standing’ to mean 
actual enrollment. 

““We wish to defend the seven-year service 
requirement as evidence of continued inter- 
est in education. 

“We also wish to defend the seven-year 
period of good standing immediately pre- 
ceding the date of application for a service 
key as emblematic of continued interest in, 
and loyalty to the organization. 

“Finding ourselves in harmony with eligi- 
bility rules as stated in our constitution and 
by-laws, we feel that each case where the 
eligibility of an applicant is questioned 
must be decided on its own merits.’

moval of residence from the district shall be con- 
sidered an automatic resignation of the representative 
and his successor shall be immediately selected by the 
Executive Committee to fill the remainder of the 
unexpired term of office. 

II. It is herewith recommended that each district 
representative be elected for each biennium in the 
following manner. 

a. Nomination of three candidates for the office by 
the representative delegates of each district at the 
National Council meeting. 

b. Election of representative by a polled magazine 
vote of Phi Delta Kappans within the district. 

III. Duties. 

a. It shall be the duty of the district representative 
to familiarize himself with fraternity problems peculiar 
to his district and to render any aid within his capacity 
in their solution, thus helping the Executive Committee 
in the dispatch of its business.

SERVICE 

Whereas, the question has been raised as to how Phi 
Delta Kappa can serve Education on a broader basis 
and 
Whereas it is the opinion of the committee that the 
special contribution which Phi Delta Kappa can make 
in this larger service seems to be that of helping to 
insure that in the settlement of education problems all 
scientific data available be brought to bear on this 
solution. 

Therefore be it resolved that this Council take the 
following action: 

1. That the Executive Committee be authorized to 
take the following steps to organize field members, it 
being understood that these steps are to be undertaken 
only in cooperation with, and with the approval of, 
active and alumni chapters i in the states in which one 
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or the other of these exists, and on ics own initiative 
only in states where neither type of chapter exists. 

a. That a state committee of five members of Phi 
Delta Kappa be named. 

b. That this committee where established as above 

provided for, have such duties as may be assigned it by 
agreement between active and alumni chapters and 
the Executive Committee, or, in case there are no Phi 
Delta Kappa chapters in the state, as the Executive 
Committee may direct. 
_ ¢. That in general it be the purpose of these com- 
mitties to bring to the attention of the National 
Executive Committee such state problems as it desires 
that Phi Delta Kappa should officially take cognizance 
of, and concerning which Phi Delta Kappa should seek 
to secure and make public reliable, scientific data.

a. Where scientific data are already available that 
it publish, or cause to be published by state groups, 
these findings. 

b. Where studies need to be made that it encourage 
and enlist and even subsidize the investigation of these 
problems and see to it that these findings are given 
effective publicity.

2. We recommend that beginning with the 22nd fiscal 
year, the names of members not more than one year in 
arrears be retained on the national office mailing list for 
the national magazine. Lost. 

We recommend that the Council extend to the 
Executive Secretary the privilege of placing the names 
of any library on our mailing list for free copies of the 
Phi Delta Kappan, provided they give due assurance 
of the maintenance of a permanent file of the magazine 
and furthermore that they give assurance that the 
magazine will be bound in suitable volumes for library 
reference. Adopted. Legislative Act No. 21. 

4. We recommend that a vote of the chapters be 
taken regarding the proposition of devoting one issue 
per year, of the Phi Delta Kappan, to Masters’ theses 
and Doctors’ dissertations, with annotations. Adopted. 
Legislative Act No. 22. 

5. We recommend that should a majority of chapters 
vote favorably on the above proposition, preferably 
the first issue of the calendar year be devoted to 
that purpose, beginning with February, 1931. Lost.

SEVENTH SESSION 
WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, JANUARY 1, 1930 
The Council was called to order by 
Brother Alexander. All members responded 
to the roll call except the National President. 


RESOLUTION 
The following resolution was presented 
by Brother Rothwell. It had been signed by 
31 of the voting delegates. 


Whereas: The National Council offers a unique 
opportunity for an exchange of reports on educational 
progress in all regions of the United States, and affords 
a medium for disseminating this valuable information 
to widely scattered chapters: 

Therefore Be It Resolved: 

1. That one session of the next Council be definitely 
set aside for a discussion of significant educational 
problems. 

2. That the District Representatives of each district 
present at this session a paper evaluating one or more 
significant contributions to education within his sec- 


tion. 
3. That the papers presented be published in subse- 


quent numbers of The Phi Delta Kappan. Adopted. 
Resolution No. 5. 


MEMBERSHIP AT LARGE 

This resolution is to amend Article VII 
Section 2, of the Constitution by adding 
paragraph “D” to read as follows: 

“Associate members who so desire may demit from 
local chapters and become members at large. Such 
members will pay their dues and conduct official asso- 
ciation through the national office. The amount of 
dues so paid shall consist of the national fee plus the 
regular dues for the local chapters to which they 
belong. The proportion corresponding to the chapter 
dues shall be forwarded from the national office to the 
local chapter. Transfers to and from memberships at 
large shall be made in the same manner as transfers 
between local chapters.” Adopted. Legislative Act 
No. 24. 

FRATERNITY SONG 

“Through the magazine, particularly, we 
have sought to canvass the field for possible 
contributions to the Fraternity song prob- 
lem, and we have had some contributions, 
as you may know. In one number of the 
magazine we published contributions using 
the melody of popular songs. So far as 
music is concerned, we have had only one 
original composition. The field has not been 
sufficiently canvassed. I understand some 
men here expect soon to have something to 
submit on a Fraternity song. I am sure 
that the committee is not ready to report 
finally on that question, and I suggest, Mr. 
President, that the committee be continued 
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or a new committee be appointed at this 
time.”” Reported by Brother Paul M. Cook, 
Chairman of the Song Committee. 

A motion to continue the committee was 
seconded, voted upon, and carried. Legis- 
lative Act No. 25. 

PERMANENT HoME 

CHAIRMAN ALEXANDER: “Brother McAl- 
lister called my attention to the fact that 
the Committee on Permanent Home had 
as one of its functions the relation of this 
organization to the World’s Fair. He 
thought it would be wise to have the com- 
mittee continue so it could look after that 
matter.” 

BrotHer Burr: “I move the committee 
be continued.”” The motion was seconded, 
voted upon, and carried. Legislative Act 
No. 26.
